Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the applicants' remarks/arguments on pages 7-1 1 
of the after final request for reconsideration remain unpersuasive for the same reasons set forth in sections 3-8 and 12 of the final 
rejection mailed August 7, 2007.
